“The moat. sluving feat yet accomplished 
in all the adve.taroas history of flying 
was perf srined atthe Juvisy aerodrome 
this morning by M. Pegoud, the airman: 
who s fortnight ago leapt “from ao sero-{ 
plane in flight nnd drifted to earth hanging 
franca parnchute. 


He succeeded this morning in flying for 
wheels of thé seruplanc in the air above 


to his ueab by an arrangement of leather 
The experimont was one of those 
anounced hy M. Blériut in The Duily 
Mab ibis motiig, and was intended to 
test the stabitity uf the Blériot m- noplane 
and the degree of control est the airman 
prerosées over it. 


M. Pegoud first rose to» height of 
3,000ft, - Hogwns followed - through field’ | 
glassrs by the anxious eyes of M, Blério 
and the few friends he had invited ta watch 
the secret caperiment. From this height | 
the sirmart' ‘begad!’ bis dive, but, instéad of
